BRISBANE, Australia — Bris- 
bane is b uilding its candidacy for 
the 1992 Summer Games on what it 
regards as two big factors: its “first 
lady” and its hope of bec omin g a 
second choice. 

First the hope. This city foresees 
a dBn Hn*^ among Pans, Amster- 
dam and Barcelona when members 
of the International Olympic Com- 
mittee select a host this October at 
a meeting in Lausanne, Switzer- 
land. The other candidates are Bel- 
grade and Birmingham, England . 

Brisbane’s strategists believe 
that the three European dries axe 
the leading contenders and that the 
three can already count together on 
SO percent of the IOC members’ 90 
votes. But the local organizing 
committee's executive director, 
John Coates, said an outsider had a 
strong chance because of the IOC's 
baHoting system. 

A city must get a majority of the 
90 votes in any round to win, with 
the city with the fewest votes in 
epeh round dropped from consider- 
ation. Brisbane hopes that it wQl 
las t through the first two rounds, at 
least, and that the de lega tes who 
have voted for the eliminated can- 
didates in those rounds will then 
switch to the Australian candidacy, 
Mr. Coates said.

Canada Tells Immigrants to Be Themselves

TORONTO — At age 42 and only 14 years 
after immigrating to Cmada from Greece, Athr 
flnflrine Foussias has achieved professional ac- 
claim and a comfortable standard of Irving as a 
psychiatrist and teacher. 

Beyond his success, Dr. Foussias symbolizes 
a uniquely experiment, an effort, to 

integrate immigr ant and ethnic groups into the 
society as a whole while allowing, even encour- 
aging. them to maintain their separate and truly 
distinct cultures. 

Dr. Foussias has kept his fall Greek name, 
Eves in a Greek neighborhood, sees that his 
children can speak Grade and is active in keep- 
ing Greek culture alive in his home and comnm- 

n, ? ct Dr. Foussias considers himself and his 
famil y as Canadian as any of the E n g li sh or 
French descendants of the country’s founders. 

“Under this system," he said, “people take 
for granted that to be Canadian is not just one 
thing , one type of person." 

The intent of the policy, called multicultura- 
jj cf ri . is to give Canada a creative and nonvio- 
lent way of bridging ethnic and racial gaps 
while avoiding (he trauma and bitterness that

WASHINGTON — House ne- 
gotiators have rejected most of a 
Senate package to raise revenue 
that would have cleared the way for 
serious bargaining on income tax 
revision in a conference committee. 

The House delegation refused 
Monday to accept provisions 
amounting to $14,1 billion of a 526- 
billion proposal that the Senate 
had advanced last week. 

Tbe conferees ended their talks 
Monday with little discernible pro- 
gress in resolving the differences 
between the versions of the bill 
passed by each chamber. 

The revenue-raising exercise is 
necessary because congressional 
leaders and the Reagan administra- 
tion have agreed that the new tax 
system must bring in tbe same reve- .

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Americans in Hostage 


Yet again Americans feel the special rush 
and check of emotion that comes from 
seeing a hostage return to the embraces and 
good wishes of bis fellow citizens and then 
realizing that others are still in" peril. The 
Reverend Lawrence Jenco of Catholic Re- 
lief Services in Beirut is free. 19 months 
after bang kidnapped there. But three other 
Americans remain held by the group known 
as Islamic Holy War. Pictured smiling and 
waving an American flag. Father Teuco was 
described as having been released ‘'un- 
harmed.’' Unharmed! The word mocks the 
abuse and pain that terrorists infli ct by 
seizing, holding and intimidating inno- 
cents, even if they are then released with 
limbs intact and no open wounds. The word 
gives sadistic criminals, who here appear to 
have ‘'executed” one American, W illiam 
Buckley, an undeserved moral free pass. 
The truth is that Father Jenco was released 
alive but harmed, unforgivably banned. 

Americans owe much to Father Jenco 
and the others. Cast involuntarily in a 
pawn's role, they were snatched up to force 
an action by their government, in tins case 
evidently to see to Kuwait's release erf a 
group of convicted Shiite terrorists. 

The question is how to match responsi- 
bility to these citizens with responsibility to 
Kuwait, which is bravely bolding out 
against a deadly terrorist threat, and to 
other Americans who could be at risk if the 


impression spread that you can get what 
you want in international life by grabbing a 
few Americans. On a tape that Father Jenco 
brought out with him, one American stffl 
detained pleaded for Washington to negoti- 
ate his and his comrades’ release. But the 
painful truth remains that the victims’ 
claim for rescue undercuts any bargaining 
government's need to be able to show pa- 
tience over the long hauL 
Father Jenco was lei go in an area of 
eastern Lebanon controlled by the Sy rians, 
who are in at best an ambiguous position. 
Having recently been exposed in the West 
for plotting to blow up a loaded airliner in 
flight, the Syrians were pleased in this in- 
stance to show solicitude for victims of 
someone dse's terrorism. But as long as 
Syria maintains its current close association 
with Iran, the patron of Islamic Holy War, 
it will be under pressure to toddle this 
murderous group. It is risky to speculate on 
what considerations guided Islamic Holy 
War, Iran and Syria, if they are the relevant 
parties, in freeing Father Jenco. Perhaps it 
is impolitic to ask the Syrians in particular 
why they did not see to his release earlier. 
But certainly there is a purpose in asking 
Syria, as American officials reportedly have 
been, to help ensure the safety and liberty 
of Terry Anderson. David Jacobsen and 
Thomas Sutherland now.

There is this much to celebrate in the 
release of tbe Reverend Lawrence Jenco 
after 19 months of captivity in Lebanon: 
He is alive, if in uncertain health; his joy is 
an elixir: he brings news about three re- . 
maming American hostages. He also carries 
a videotaped plea from one of them, David 
Jacobsen, who says — or was made to say 
— that unless Washington negotiates, the 
other hostages will be murdered. 

This is a crude attempt to set their fam- 
ilies against their government What is there 
to negotiate? Father Jeuoo apparently 
brings no new demands from Islamic Holy 
War, his presumed jailers. They apparently 
insist that the United States obtain the 
release of 17 terrorists convicted in Kuwait 
for the bombings of the US. and French 
embassies in 1983, blasts that killed seven 
persons. Releasing the killers, an action that 
Kuwait resolutely opposes, would encour- 


age the taking of more Western hostages 
whenever terror is punished. 

Rejecting such a bargain does not mean 
abandoning the American prisoners. There 
are rudiments of rationality even in this 
jungle. Only live hostages have value; mur- 
dering then) blackens further the captors 
and their cause. Syria seems to have some 
influence on Islamic Holy War and some 
interest in curbing tbe kidnapping. 

Without surrendering to bnital extortion, 
the United States can keep talking in back 
channels. President Reagan can keep the 
prisoners' plight before the public and Ins 
diplomacy out of sight. Every hostage-tak- 
ing is distinctive. What saved Americans in 
Tehran, or aboard a TWA airliner, was a 
willingness to discuss face-saving retreats. 
What can yet save the hostages in Lebanon 
is determination, patience and stealth.

No Deal in Morocco 


No matter how narrow their motives, the 
meeting of King Hassan and Shimon Peres 
is a step toward reason in the Middle East 
The long has long trafficked with Israelis 
and was always a good candidate for be- 
coming the second Arab leader to openly 
receive Israel’s prime minis ter. That he now 
thinks he can afford tbe gesture and gain at 
least the tacit support of other Arabs should 
stiffen Egypt's spine and further isolate 
extreme factions of the PLO. 

But a handshake in distant Morocco is no 
substitute for the deal Mr. Peres has failed 
to get with King Hussein in next-door Jor- 
dan. Tbe Moroccan leader has nothing con- 
crete to contribute to peace in the Middle 
East. His gesture can give the Israelis psy- 
chological comfort but no strategic relief. 

Indeed, the meeting serves Mr. Peres in 
ways that highlight his larger frustration, 
having failed to bring Jordan into negotia- 
tions and found no other issue by which to 
break up his coalition with the harder-line 
Likud. He must yield the premiership in 
October and give his rivals the upper hand 
on the way to the next elections. Now he 
will have at least a chance to shift from 
Likud to Labor some votes in Israel’s huge 
community of Moroccan Jews, who relate 
strongly to the old country and its king. 

King Hassan, in turn, had good reason to 
put off a visit to Washington until IsraeTs 
American friends could appreciate his ges- 


ture. He had reason, to fear that his “treaty 
of union” with Moammar Gadhafi of Libya 
two years ago would lead a budget-con- 
scious Congress to reduce Morocco's annu- 
al aid allotment of $140 million. That treaty 
may have helped him by disrupting Libya’s 
aid to Polisario insurgents who contest Mo- 
rocco’s hold on the Western Sahara. But the 
king sorely places greater stock in Ameri- 
ca’s direct military assistance. 

Morocco’s policy toward Israel has usu- 
ally turned not on ideology but on relations 
with, its North African neighbors. After 
learning to work with the Israelis to manage 
the migration of Moroccan Jews after tbe 
1967 war, the king made only a small mili- 
tary contribution against them on the Syri- 
an front in tbe 1973 war. Four years later he 
tilted strongly toward Egypt, secretly re- 
ceiving Israeli officials to help them mange 
President Anwar Sadat’s visit to Jerusalem. 

The larger lesson in this episode is that 
the road to peace between Israel and its 
neighbors twists through many detours in 
many distant lands. It win be traveled ratty 
slowly and by the shrewd exploitation of 
overlapping interests. Wisely managed, 
America’s aid can at least offset some of tbe 
passions that make it so difficult for moder- 
ate Arab statesmen to follow King Hassan’s 
commendable impulse: “There is no shame 
in discnftsmg things with one’s enemies."

'Dynasty’ With Pedals 


Tbe bicycle race known as the Tour de 
France has never been entirely the preserve 
of Frenchmen, but not until Sunday had 
someone from outside Europe won it Greg 
LeMond, an American, finishe d the 24-day, 
2,500-mfle (4,100-kilometer) race ahead of 
his French teammate and rival, Bernard 
Hinault, by 3 minutes and 10 seconds. 

In an era when athletic entrepreneurs 
pvm to be competing to dream up insanely 
exhausting events, it is still hard to think of 
one more grueling than the Tour de France. 
It has been likened, by Mr. LeMond and 
others, to running 24 marathons in as many 
days. The course changes each year, but it 
always includes a number of steep moun- 
tain roads, which the riders ascend in Itmg- 
burstmg assaults and descend at terrifying 
speeds. The pressure all through the race is 
intense, and the degree of riding skill im- 
pressive. It is posable that America’s finest 
athlete is the 25-year-old Californian who 
won tiie big bike race that ended Sunday. 

Finest, but certainly not best known. 
Bicyde racing is still something of a mys- 
tery to Americans, as is the appeal it holds 
for Europeans. In the Tour de France, most 
of the people who actually go out to watch 
wait for hours in one of the many French 
Pod links through which the riders pass. 


What they finally see is Ettle more than a 
blur and a whir of barely recognizable rac- 
ers. It is true that television coverage of the 
race is now excellent, but the Tour has been 
a hit since it was begun in 1903. 

Our own theory is that its main appeal 
lies in its excellence as a Gallic soap opera. 
Consider this year’s race: Monsieur Hin- 
ault, who had been aided in winning his 
fifth straight Tour last year by the sacrifices 
of Mr. LeMond, pledged that this time be 
would hdp Mr. LeMond win. Bat once 
Monsieur Hinault took the lead, he did his 
best to bold it, and even when Mr. LeMond 
passed him. Monsieur Hinault continued to 
press bin) almost to the end. 

Most of France was pulling for Hinault, 

and so, it appeared, was most of the rest of 
the team for which both rode. *Tm very 
paranoid, I tell you,” LeMond said to a 
television reporter last Thursday. “I've had 
some sleepless nights. I'm afraid someone 
will push me off my bike.” At the end of the 
race, Hinault mounted the victory stand 
first and ignored LeMond until the latter 
leaned over and kissed him. 

This, we think, is why the French love tbe 
Tour: because it is “Dynasty” with pedals. 
Now it has an American leading man.

G ENEVA — The first summit be- 
tween Ronald Reagan and Mik- 
hail Gorbachev focused on bilateral 
relations, which needed priority at- 
tention. As the dialogue develops, the 
need to give it a multilateral dimen- 
sion will become evident.

His watchword was patience; In a 
fit of unpardonable absent-minded- 
ness, Qio, the muse of history, had 
blundered. She had contrived to 
bring the United Suites and the Sovi- 
et Union more or less simultaneousl y 
to global power — sufficiently alike 
in their insularity to repel one anoth- 
er, and sufficiently different in their 
political values to be relentless rivals. 

Given this difficult but manage- 
able reality, it was fortunate that 
there were, among the inordinately 
fearful and the inordinately hopeful 
a few steady and clear-eyed people 
who accepted the inevitability of last- 
ing friction. Among these Mr. flam- 
man was pre-eminent.

Since independence 
11 years ago, A ng ola has slowly 
slipped back into a barter economy 
similar to eariy colonial times when 
Portuguese traders came into the 
interior offering salt, sugar and 
trinkets for local products.

than 200,000 Portuguese, who were 
this country’s importers, traders 
and exporters. They had trained 
precious few Angolans to replace 
than. The decline was compound- 
ed by the rigid socialist policies and 
then, increasingly, by toe unending 
civil war that has lorn up the roads 
and rail network. 

For Mr. Jorge, who served eight 
years as foreign minister, the day- 
to-day realities of life and govern- 
ment in tins country outside the 
capital have come as something of 
a shocL 

The government has entrusted 
him with reviving economic life in 
this paralyzed province of 500,000 
peasants, who live mainly from 
growing coffee and bananas and 
are under daily threat of attack by 
Jonas Savimbrs guerrillas. 

During a rcpazter’s brief visit to 
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Ndalatando by helicopter in July, 
Mr. Jorge talked for three hours 
about Ins challenge. He had broken 
away from an all-day meeting with 
provincial authorities intended to* 
draw up an emergency plan to 
bring in the coffee harvest. 

He described his challenge- - 

First, he must fight Angolan bu- 
reancracy for an allocation of 
scarce consumer goods to barter 
for coffee. Second, he must beg or 
buy trucks to bring his barter items 
here. Third, he must send men out 
to scattered villages to trade the 
goods far mR**- Finally, he must 
organize a convoy and an armed 
escort to get the coffee to Lunada. 

The state of North Cuanza 
speaks volumes about the econom- 
ic life of Angola today. 

The currency, the kwanza, is all 
but worthless. The value of goods 
calculated in the kwanza is astro- 
nomical and, therefore, meaning- 
less. For example, the price of a 
single egg at the official exchange 
rate is S1Q. 

In the capital's central market, a 
pile of six to eight tomatoes, or as 
many oranges; cost 2, GOO kwanza, 
the equivalent of S33. This is also 
the price of a single manioc root 
from which cassava, the staple of 
the peasants, is ground. 

Not only is the official exchange 
rate way out cf line but there is also 
a mass of unspent and excess kwan- 
zas; and little to buy. As a result, 
the value of eggs, tomatoes and 
manges is measured not in kwanzas 
but in bottles of beer and packs of 
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South African pianos damaged Xangoogo bridge. 


For instance; a can of beer or two 
packs of cigarettes — two of the 
rngrfn exchange items — will buy 
the pile cf those tomatoes or or- 
anges in the Lunada market. 

The ec on omic disorder is so ex- 
tensive that officials say they are 
not sure how to go about unscram- 
bling it. Benvindo Pitra, a P lannin g

He blamed the situation an low 
productivity,, collapse of the trade 
network and “mistakes” by the 
government during the first years 
of independence. 

“The barter system we have now 
is a temporary thing," he masted. 
“We are working to re-monetarize 
the economy. But it aH goes bade to 
demand and offer, even in a social- 
ist system.” 

How to meet the demand for 
consumer goods, and sometimes 
even the baric food items sold 
cheaply in the state-run people's 
stores, is a problem that tins year is 
approaching crisis proportions due 
to the collapse of world oil prices. 

CH exports account for about 90 
percent of all the government's for- 
eign eamfngs. Last year, Angola 
earned about $2 bilHon in cal ex- 
ports. This year, it is counting 00 
only about 5900 milli on. 

Meanwhile; the country is be- 
coming more and more dependent 
on imported food as the war steadi- 
ly smuts the land planted in star 
pies like earn and manioc. Last 
year, go ver nm ent-controlled areas 
yielded only 300,000 tons of food, 
less than half the need. 

This year, production is down to 
about 240,000 tons, according to ' 
United Nations estimates. 

Last year, the government had to 
spend $300 nriffion on imports to 

feed The nation, slmnst a arth nf its 
dl income. With the drop in that 
income and the increased need for 
im p or ts, it appears likely it wiB 
have to spend a third or more of its 
earnings just on food imports.

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The Politics of Pregnancy in Poland: Everything’s in Short Su 
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By Jackson Diehl

WARSAW — Almost every afternoon at Smyk. a large 
store in central Warsaw, a line of pregnant women forms 
in front of a counter where baby supplies are sold. 

Each woman shows a clerk a card certifying her preg- 
nancy. In return she is handed a red plastic basket con- 
taining pajamas, T-shirts, sweaters, bibs, blankets and 
small cotton towels. 

The basket is not a gift. Buying everything in it could 
cost a prospective mother the equivalent of three or four 
months of a typical salary. 

Nevertheless, these women are enjoying a kind of spe- 
cial treat, for this is their only guaranteed opportunity to 
buy some of the most sought-after goods in Poland, baby 
clothes, for zlotys. 

Once they take the items they want from the basket — 
up to four pairs of pajamas, four shirts, two sweaters and 
two towels, among other thing ; — their “pregnancy card" 
is s Lamped, and they are not allowed to purchase the 
rationed items again. 

Unless, of course, they have another child. 

“It’s improved since the last time I was pregnant, during 
martial law 7 * four years ago, said a young woman waiting 
in line on a recent afternoon. “Then they had almost 
nothing, and what they had was so ugly I bought almost 
nothing at afl.” 


The line at Smyk is just one of the peculiar customs that 
pregnant women in Poland have come to accept as normal 
in recent years. Uniike most of the rest of Europe, this 
nation of 37 million is experiencing a baby boom, and 
state-provided services, from maternity wards to bib man- 
ufacturing. have not kept up. 

The result is not only inconvenience. In the year 
poor hygiene and supplies have caused the deaths of 
groups of newborn babies in hospital maternity wards at 
least twice, wiih a total of 14 dead 

Many women complain about less serious infections 
picked up by their infants at the hospital and about 
crowded maternity wards where visits bv doctors, sani tary 
materials and even clean sheets can be obtained only with 
bribes. 

"It's a disaster." said Jerzy Holzer, director of the 
Institute of Statistics and Demography at Warsaw's state 
School of Planning “We demographers reported at least 
10 or IS years ago that another wave of children was 
approaching and that investments in services were needed. 
But nothing was done.” 

The boom of births began in I9S2 and peaked in 1983, 
when a record 720,000 babies were bom. Since then the 
□umbers have declined, with an estimated 675,000 births 
in 1985.

Pregnancy cards also allow women to move to the head 
of Poland's ever-present shopping lines, but only on 
weekdays. 

“At 3 P.M. on Friday l stop being pregnant," one 
Warsaw woman in her first pregnancy 1 complained. Ma\ - 
be the authorities don’t think pregnant women should go 
out on weekends.” 

The regulations multiply once pregnant women enter 
the hospital for deliveries. All are required to remain in the 
matern ity ward for at least five days regardless of thar 
condition or wishes. 

Durin g this time mothers nuv see and hold their chil- 
dren only if they are nursing tlicm. Once they agree to 
nurse, they must do so exactly every three hours, without 
exception. No flowers, gifts, visitors or incoming tele- 
phone calls are allowed at most clinics. 

In theory, at least, fathers may not attend Ac birth, and 
they must wail four days to see thdr new child. They may 
not even learn the baby 's sex unless the mother can gain 
use of a phone or smuggle out a letter, because in some 
clinics officials will not reveal the sex of newborns to 
callers, in order to avoid embarrassing mistakes.

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U.S. Tries Again on an Air Defense Gun

WASHINGTON— A year after . v ,, .

the Sergeant York battlefield anti- 
aircraft gun as an expensive failure, 
the U.S. Army is -wiring approval 
to spend S8 billion to522 billion on 
a new weapon to protect front-line 
troops from low-flying attack heli- 
copters and fighter- bombers. 

Army leaden were to present the 
plan, which have been pieced to- 
gether over several months, at a 
Pentagon review on Tuesday. The 
plan calls for buying a variety of 
weapons ranging from heai-seeking 
missiles to projectiles guided from 
afar through glass filaments. 

Critics say the plan costs too 
much, the army could end up buy- 
ing the wrong weapons and that a 
crucial mistake behind the Ser- 
geant York episode — moving too 
fast — was about to be repealed. 

The Sergeant York, known as the 
DIVAD, for division air defense, 
was canceled last August by Secre- 
tary of Defense Caspar W. Wein- 
berger after the army had spent 
$1.8 billion on it. 

Beiaied tests showed that the 
weapon, consisting of two guns and 
a radar set mounted on a tank chas- 
sis, coaid not pick out and destroy 
attack helicopters close to the 
ground, behind hills and trees or 
before they got into firing ranee.

ATLANTA — Officials at the 
federal Centers for Disease Control 
have denied a New York Times 
report that the agency is preparing 
to classify Haitians once again as 
among the high risk groups for 
AIDS. 

The report said that Haitians 
were listed as a special risk group 
until the classification was discon- 
tinued in April 1985, when the cen- 
ters decided the designation was 
inaccurate. 

The New York Tunes reported 
Monday that authorities had been 
prompted to reconsider the classifi- 
cation after blood screenings of 
Haitians in Florida turned up anti- 
bodies to acquired immune defi- 
ciency syndrome at a far greater 
rate than in the general popmalion. 

Don Benefit, a spokesman for 
the centers, said Monday: “Where 
the confusion came in is that we are 
in the process of restructuring our 
weekly AIDS report. 

“That does not indude putting 
Haitians back on the list,” he said. 
“It involves a modi more detailed, 
clearer picture and will break up 
the cumulative totals by year.” 

The New York Times had no 
comment on the denial.

LONDON — The queen does 
not write letters to newspapers, but 
the most prominently displayed 
letter Monday in The Times of 
London was dispatched from the 
Palace of Hoiyroodhouse in Edin- 
burgh. where she is now staying. 

It was immediately assumed that 
the letter had been written with her 
approval possibly at her insistence, 
to serve as the royal last word on 
her supposed “clash" with Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher. 

The letter was signed by Sir Wil- 
liam Hcseltinc. her private secre- 
tary, who also is not expected to 
engage in epistolary combat. Sir 
William did not resort to diplomat- 
ic circumlocution in seeking to 
stamp out the im pres s ion that 
Queen Elizabeth If might hare 
tried to put pressure on Mrs. 
Thatcher by allowing aides to make 
her views known to a newspaper. 

He said it was “preposterous’' to 
imagine that the queen would vio- 
late Britain’s unwritten constitu- 
tion in this manner and equally 
preposterous to think her aides 
would do it for her. 

The letter confirmed what had 
generally been suspected and wide- 
ly reported when it conceded that 
Michael Shea, the queen's press 
secretary, was the so-called “palace 
mole” who had a series of conver- 
sations with a Sunday Tunes re- 
porter before the newspaper pro- 
claimed to the world last week that 
the queen found Mrs. Thatcher's 
policies “uncaring, confrontational 
and socially divisive.” 

But having conceded that much. 
Sir William went on to belittle Mr. 
Shea as a plausible source for the 
sort of disclosures The Sunday 
Tunes was purporting to make. It 
was the press secretary’s job to 
speak to reporters and answer their 
questions, he said, but a press sec- 
retary “certainly does not” know 
the queen's views on political is- 
sues. 

Moreover, be noted, the newspa- 
and its editor, Andrew Neil, 
repeatedly claimed to have plu- 
ral sources made the palace for its 
report of a rift between the queen 
and the prune minister. 

That claim, said Sir william, re- 
turning to the attack, “constitutes a 
totally unjustified slur on the im- 
partiality and discretion of senior 
members of the royal household.” 

Sir Wflfiam thus distanced the 
queen from the newspaper’s ac- 
count of her views. It is a stria 
British convention that a mon- 
arch’s views should be made known 
in private only to her ministers and 
that her public views must always 
conform to those of the govern- 
ment. 

But that very convention made it 
impossible for the private secretary 
to deal with the question of wheth- 
er the anti-Thatcher views attribut- 
ed to file queen were, in fact, her

With the palace press secretary 
finally revealed as the newspaper’s 
main 'source, two related questions 
were left open to debate. One was 
whether The Sunday Times had 
broken or merely strained the 
ground rules for what was sup- 
posed to be a nonatiribdtable back- 
ground interview. 

The other was whether Mr. Shea 
had beat using (he conventions of a 
background interview, which 
would normally protect him from 
identification, to spread concern 
that Mrs. Thatcher's adamant 
stand in opposition to sanctions 
against South Africa was proving 
to be an embarrassment to the 
queen as head of the Common- 
wealth. 

The newspaper said its report 
was based cc “sources close to the 
queen.” Later Mr. Neil defended 
ms reporters by dedaring that the 
article had actually been read back 
to a key source inside the palace. 

But the article that was read 
back. Sir William now insists, was 
not the one attributed to “sources 
dose to the queen” but a fuzzier 
feature in which the account of her 
views was loosely traced to advisers 
who, the article suggested, might be 
“academics, lawyers, dvil servants, 
past and present, and politicians 
whom the palace relies upon for 
guidance.” 

The question of whether Mr. 
Shea was promoting a story or just 
answering leading questions from a 
reporter is harder to answer. His 
replies to questions about the views 
of the royal family are normally 
bland and dHpticaL In such cir- 
cumstances, the reporter is left to 
draw his own condusions so long 
as these are not attributed.

“President Reagan must realize 
that by this path be is promoting 
another Vietnam in Central Ameri- 
ca in which North American youth 
will also come to die in Central 
America.”

**We do not want confronta- 
tion." he said. “We have not epj np 
to the c oun ci l to cast insults against 
the U.S. government, but to seek 
peace and respect for international 
law." 

Vernon A. Walters, the chief 
U.S. representative to the United 
Nations, left the council chamber 
during Mr. Onega’s speech. Mr. 
Walters said be was not walking 
out on Mr. Ortega but was kee ping 
a previous eugageraeuL 

Later, Mr. Walters said at a news 
conference. “We are cer tain ly not 
prepared to take lessons in interna- 


tional law from Nicaragua, a coun- 
try which as a matter of deliberate 
state policy has canastently violat- 
ed international law.” 

Charging that Nicaragua 
“sought to misuse the court," Mr. 
Walters repeated the position of 
the United States that the case was 
inappropriate for judicial resolu- 
tion, adding, “the only way to solve 
the crisis is through neg otiatio ns 
involving all the parties." 

The World Court, formally 
known as the International Court 
of Justice, is based in the Hague 
and serves as the juridical arm of 
the United Nations. 

In June, after more than two 
years of deliberations, the court 
ruled that the United States should 
halt all financial and mili tary sup- 
port for the rebels and urged the 
United States to settle «t«Tnng<» 
claims put forth by Nicaragua. 

Nicaragua will seek approval of 
a mild resolution asking for sup- 
port of the World Court derision, 
according to a Nicaraguan diplo- 
mat. In order to win the broadest 
support from the 15-member coun- 
riL it will not ask for a specific 
condemnation of the United 
States, the diplomat said.

The Hard Edge of Drummer Buddy Rich

N ICE — Buddy Rich is a con- 
troversial, quick-witted, 
flashy, opinionated snow-biz figure 
— popular on late-night television 
talk shows. Do not interpret his 
hard edge as ironic rat-pack hype. 
It’s for real. 

Whether or not Buddy Rich is 
the best tag band drummer m the 
world is a matter of taste, not abili- 

2 f. He is certainly among the top 
ve. People who do not like heavy- 
footed bass drums prefer Mel Lew- 
is, Aaron Scott or the late Kenny 
Harkr. But there remain few expe- 
rienced instinctive masters like 
Rich, who has kept his band work- 
ing 25 weeks a year for the last 20 
years, while big bands were sup- 
posed to be dead. 

On the afternoon before he 
would be (he star evening attrac- 
tion at the Nice Grande Parade du 
Jazz, he was lying in the sun next to 
the hotel’s rooftop pool, his chest 
covered with gray hair, tan and fit 
at 69 after a couple of bypass oper- 
ations. He turned to say something 
to his friend an the mattress beside 
him with a sudden smile that was 
wide, genuine, ingenuous. It was a 
surprise, like sunlight id the middle 
of a shower. It did not seem to 
belong to the same face that then 
clouded over as it turned back to 
address, so to speak, his public

Firms Grow Disillusioned With intrapreneurship

NEW YORK — When debt-laden Levi 
Strauss & Co.' abandoned its moneyjoaGQg 
Fashi on Portfolio sportswear venture this 
year; it (fid not attract much attention. 

Bui at a time when “rntraprenenrsbip” — 
or the creation of entrepreneurial ventures 
made big corporations — is still the rage; 
Fashion Portfolio is a reminder of how diffi- 
cult rt can be to transform corporate employ- 
ees into bona fide entrepreneurs. 

Levi is only the latest big company to grow 
disenchanted with soch ventures. Exxon 


Corp^ which at one paint had 19 internal 
ventures, has largely green up its efforts. 

Only three years ago business publications 
and management experts were touting intra- 
preneurrinp as the way far U.S. corporations 
to foster innovation and regain their competi- 
tive edge.

B ank Ame rica Faces Painful Choices to Avert Further Losses

WASHINGTON — To over- 
come increasingly bigger loan 
losses and a five-year string of de- 
clining earnings, BankAmerica 
Carp, most take bold and painful 
action, according to tank industry 
analysts ^ consultants. 

They say the 81 -year-old San 
Francisco tank has several op- 
tions: sdKng major assets, sdHng a 
substantial stake to an investor or 
agreeing to a merger. 

BankA merica may consider a 
public stock offering to raise capi- 
tal But many view that as a long 
shot, in view of the market environ- 
ment that developed this month 
after BankAmerica an 

unexpected $64&-m£QiDa second- 
quarter loss. 


Above aQ, analysts say, Bank- 
America would need to be restruc- 
tured if it expects to rebuild its 
earning power and survive as a ma- 
jor financial-services company. 
And that, analysts add, may re- 
quire a shakeup at thehdmof the 
second-largest tank company in 
the United States after New York’s 
Citicorp. 

“This tank needs capital least of 
all; it needs management,” said. 
David Cates, president of Cates 
Consulting Analysts Inc. of New 
York. 

BankAmeri ca dismiss' 

this criticism as unfounded. “When 
an earnings announcement like this 
comes out, analysts are obviously 
stung” said Arthur Miller, a Bank- 
America vice president “They 
dcait like surprises, and we don’t 
Hke surprises.” 


Almost no one contemplates the 
nmninent collapse of BankAmer- 
ica. Federal regulators, foDowing 
established policy, refuse to com- 
ment on BankAmerica’s problems. 
But the consensus among analysts 
is that BankAmerica most act 
qukldy. 

“This is a critical period," one 
analyst said. 

But most industry experts are 
not prepared yet to compare the

ARGYUE, Western Australia — 
Nearly every day just before noon 
the ochre and olive-colored rock on 
the exposed face of the mountain 
shudders ami heaves as the explo- 
sive charges detonate. 

When the clouds of dost dear, 
the from-end loaders resume their 
work dumping ore into 77-ton 
tracks that cany it down to the 
processing plant ax the foot of hxlL 

h is difficult for a visitor to the 
Argyle diamond mine to believe 
that tins ugly gouge in (he Ragged 
Ranges in the sparsely populated 
Kimberley region 1,240 miles 
(2,000 kilometers) northeast of 
Perth, capital of Western Australia, 
yields stones of amisual hardness 
and rarity. 

And yet Shkxno Wranikcw, hon- 
orary secretary of the International 
Federation of Diamond Bourses, 
describes pink gems t o nes taken 
from the mine as “absolutely 
mtiqne. They are priceless, like a 
great work of art, luce a Rembrandt 
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The Aigyle lode is one of the 
world's richest diamond deposits, 
and the mine; open for full-scale 
operations since December, is the 
world's largest diamond producer, 
company executives say. 

It is also the focus of a controver- 
sy because of its links to South 
Africa through De Beers Consoli- 
dated Mines LttL, until now the 
world leader in the trade. 

Ashton Lid. and CRA Ltd., one 
of Australia's biggest mineral con- 
glomerates, are two of the three 
partners in the Argyie Diamond 
Mines Joint Venture, with 3&2 per- 
cent and 56JS percent respectively. 
In 1982 they entered into a five- 
year marketing contract for their 
share of output with the Central 
Selling Organization, De Beers's 
London-based unit CSO buys and 
sells about three-quartern of the 
world's diamonds. 

The former prime minister, Mal- 
colm Fraser, now a prominent 
Commonwealth advocate of inter- 
national sanctions against South 
Africa's racist system of apartheid, 
has sharply criticized the arrange- 
ment, as did Paul Keating, the pre- 
sent Australian treasurer, when his 
Labor Party was in opposition. At 
least one powerful Australian trade 
union also has publicized the link. 
Yet Brian Burke, who heads the 
state go vernm ent of Western Aus- 
tralia, said he doubts the federal 
government will end the arrange- 


Argyle officials say thres things 
have attracted the international at- 
tention: the sheer quantity of out- 
put; the unusual number of rare- 
colored gems, especially pink 
diamonds; and the fact that the ore 
is lampraite rather than kimberlite. 


tbe host rock in every other dia- 
mond mine in the world. 

Identification of lamproite as a 
source of diamonds has revealed a 
new target for exploration in Aus- 
tralia and overseas, they say. 

Ironically, the Argyie discovery, 
in August 1979, came after tbe Aus- 
tralian exploration arm of De Beers 
searched the area fruitlessly for 
conventional signs of diamonds. 

After a visit here two years ago, 
Harry F. Oppenhcimer, the De 
Beers chairman, called the Argyie 
lode “an immens ely rich mine in 
tbe sense that the grade is higher 
than anything I've ever heard of." 

Almost from the beginning, dia- 
mond experts knew that the deposit 
was a huge one. Development of 
the mine , at a cost of 465 million 
Australian dollars ($285 nuliioa at 
current rates), has borne that oot 

Analysts say the Argyie lode 
contains about half the world's 
known diamond reserves and 
makes Australia the only signifi- 
cant producer outside the Soviet 
Union and Africa, where the lead- 
ing producers are Botswana, South 
Africa, Namibia, Angola, Zaire 
and Sierra Leone. 

By March or April, said George 
Gaud, Argylc’s general manager 
for operations, the mine was pro- 
ducing at a rate that would yield 25 
million carats a year. This com- 
pares with a combined capadty of 
about 23 million carats a year for 
all of De Beers's mines in southern 
Africa. 

Proven reserves of. 65 million 
tons of ore from the southern sec- 
tion of the lode, now partly ex- 
posed and being mined, will keep 
Argyie in operation for another 20 
years, Mr. Gaud said. An average 


of 6.7 carats is mined from each ton 
of ore. 

To gem traders, the most excit- 
ing discoveries have been the col- 
ored diamonds. 

“No other mine in the world is 
producing any like them,** en- 
thused Mr. Winnikow, who is also 
president of Israel's Diamond Bro- 
kers Association. 

“These pink diamonds alone 
would mnVf! the Argyie famous,*' 
agreed Bill Goldberg, president of 
•the Diamond Dealers Chib of New 
York. “The trade has seen nothing 
Eke them for 40 years." 

In the rally sale so far of Argyie 
pinks, in Antwerp in December, 46 
stones cut and polished in Perth 
were sold for a price that Argyie 
executives would only describe as 
“commensurate with the rarity of 
pink diamonds." Mr. Goldberg, 
however, paid West Australian 
Trustees Ltd., the third Argyie 
partner, $60,000 for a 2J2-carat 
pink stone; West Australian Trust- 
ees has a 5-percent stake in Argyie. 
But by far the vast majority of 
le stoies are of much lesser 
[ty. While about 30 percent of 
stores from De Bern mines are 
of gem quality, the mixture of the 
Argyie deposit is 5 percent gem. 40 
percent near-gem or cheap-gem 
and 55 percent industrial diamonds 
that can tie used for drilling, grind- 
ing and abrasives. 

Argyie is expected to increase the 
world gem-diamond supply by 
only about S p er cent. But analysts 
say the number of cheap gems will

The Inn On The Park Holds. 
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Another Dope Epidemic

'NJ' YORK — New York 
Cti} is haring one of its peri- 
odic drug hysterias. These are char- 
acierized by overuse of the word 
epidemic. news pictures of pec- 
pls buying narcotics on street cor- 
ners, TV film of angry citizens de- 
claring that dope dealers are 
destroying their neighborhoods 
and demands for police crack- 
downs. 

All this stems from the appear- 
ance of a new low-cosi form of 
cocaine known as “crack.” which is 
said to be sellinz furiouslv among 
youngsters who couldn't afford 
really heavy junk until this new 
economv cocaine came on the mar- 
ket. 

This may be true, but the implicit 
suggestion that the drug scene in 
New York wasn't really terrible un- 
til “crack" came along is nonsense. 
The drug scene in New York was so 
hair-raising 15 years ago that Gov- 
ernor Nelson Rockefeller persuad- 
ed the state legislature to pass laws 
that would make penalties for drug 
dealing so dreadful that only the 
most ririous criminals would dare 
continue in the business. 

This was a famous law in its day 
and politically very useful to 
Rockefeller s plans for making cor.- 
ser.atives think him a tough. law- 
and-order kind of guy. Famous and 
politically useful, yes: but fer year; 
a/ierward you still couldn’t wait 
through Union Square or Bryant 
Park without being assailed by ped- 
dle's urging you to test their drugs. 


It's news of children using drugs 
that usually sets off these waves of 
public excitement. American 
adults may regularly dope them- 
selves witless with pills, powders 
and liquids, but they balk at the 
suggestion that it's perfectly natu- 
ral for the kiddies to do as they see 
the grown-ups do. 

Instead, they look for vicious 
criminals for whom the cruelest 
death would be too gentle. 

Politicians find "the resulting 
public fever useful as Rockefeller 
did so long ago. Most recently, any 
New York youngsters so innocent 
of the drug market that they didn't 
know how to buy “crack" were 
treated to a televised demonstra- 
tion by Senator Alfonse D‘ Amato. 

Costumed in U. S. .Army surplus 
clothing, trailed by photographers 


to record his moves, the senator 
showed how easy it was. 

The senator's demonstration 
took place just a day or two before 
a federal pornography commission 
beat up on smut publishers for ex- 
posing American youngsters to 
lewd prose and photos. 

If the commission had held off a 
couple of days. 1 assume they still 
wouldn’t have added a Tew lines 
expressing their revulsion for sena- 
tors who show youngsters how to 
buy dope, since people who fight 
pornography tend lo think of it as 
something having to do with sex 
instead of running for political of- 
fice. Which was what D' Amato was 
up to. of course, this being the year 
in which he is obliged lo get himself 
re-elected to the Senate. 

Drug hysteria doesn't bring out 
the best in the media either. One of 
the local TV news shows the other 
night played film of some men on a 
busy street who were, the reporter 
suggested, engaged in a drug trans- 
action. He said he couldn't be sure, 
of course, and neither could the 
police who witnessed this kind of 
contact. 

I couldn't, and obviously the re- 
porter couldn't either, so what was 
going on in this TV news show? 
Nothing definable as news, surely. 
The camera had shown two men 
having brief hand-to-hand contact. 
A drug buy? Maybe. Or maybe a 
stolen watch was being sold. "May- 
be nothing criminal was happen- 
ing. 

What was really happening was a 
demonstration of how media ex- 
ploit a drug hysteria to spice up 
their product and. in the process, 
lose sight of the news. 

Suppose something truly inter- 
esting had passed between those 
two men. Say it was a vital national 
security secret. Hey. you know 
what? Maybe it was. The reporter 
was so busy promoting the drug 
hysteria that he may have missed 
one or the year’s great news stories 
while it unfolded right before the 
camera. 

In any case, every New Yorker 
knows that drugs are sold openly 
all over town. Walk across Wash- 
ington Square after sundown and 
the peddlers treat you like a tourist 
at the bazaar. Always have. All 
right, the drug scene is truly bad in 
New York. It always is.

London Gets Freudian Due: 
Sigmund’s Couch, Archives

L ONDON — speaking lo his 
r disciples two diys after Ger- 
man troops marched into Vienna 
in 1938. Sigmund Freud drew a 
parallel. “After the destruction of 
the Temple in Jerusalem by Ti- 
tus." he said. "Rabbi Jochanan 
ben Sakkai asked for permission 
to open a school at Jabneh for the 
study of Torah. We are going to 
do the same." 

Freud’s Jabneh turned out to 
be the north London neighbor- 
hood of Hampstead where scarce- 
ly six months later — by special 
grace of a British government not 
normally so welcoming to refu- 
gees — the father of psychoanaly- 
sis was installed at the age of 82 
with his familv. his most trea- 
sured books, his well-known 
couch and his collection of Egyp- 
tian and classical antiquities in a 
spacious house on a street called 
Maresfield Gardens. 

There he resided seeing pa- 
tients and receiving followers, for 
nearly a year, until SepL 23. 1939. 
when the cancer that had been 
eating awav at his jaw ended his 
life. 

His home at 20 Maresfield Gar- 
dens remained a kind of Holy See 
for the Freudian movement for 
more than four decades after- 
wards, turned into a living shrine 
by Anna Freud. The youngest of 
Freud's six children, she contin- 
ued to live there until her death in 
1982 at the age of 86. 

A key figure in the movement 
in her own right. Anna Freud nur- 
tured (he connection between 
Hampstead and psychoanalysis 
with the establishment there of 
the Hampstead Clinic, where her 
techniques of child analysis were 
taught and developed. Finally, 
she signed 20 Maresfield Gardens 
over to a trust pledged to run it as 
a museum and center of Freud 
studies after her death. 

Monday afternoon — a little 
less than 48 years after Freud 
moved into the neighborhood — 
the Freud Museum was formally 
opened in the proper British man- 
ner with a member of the royal 
family. Princess Alexandra, a 
cousin of Queen Elizabeth FI. on 
hand to sanctifv the occasion.

Anna Freud left her father's studv

undisturbed and also seldom used 
the library on which it opened. In 
a sense, it was a private museum 
before its restoration as a public 
one. 

In the contemporary fashion, 
the public museum comes outfit- 
ted with a Freud boutique selling 
Freud buttons, commemorative 
stamps, books and posters, in 
plastic Freud shopping bags dec- 
orated with a stylized Freud motif 
that has been derived from the 
Persian rug that covered the mas- 
ter's couch. Figurines, mostly 
Egyptian, stand in ranks on his 
desk like toy soldiers left at atten- 
tion. Portraits of his teacher Jean 
Martin Charcot and pupil Marie 
Bonaparte vie with prints show- 
ing monuments on the Nile. 

Until the curators arrived to 
inventory its contents. Freud's 
desk was stuffed with papers. Up- 
stairs in a black cupboard outside 
her bedroom, his daughter kept a 
Lroie of manuscripts and corre- 
spondence. The question of who 
would have access to the Freud 
papers — most of which were qui- 
etly shifted ir. American diplo- 
matic pouches to the Lii-.-ar. of 
Congress in Anna Freud’ .• iu'i- 
limu — provided the theme of a 
celebrated intellectual whodunit 


and comedy of manners by Janet 
Malcolm that appeared as a New 
Yorker series in 19S3 and later as 
a book, “In the Freud Archives." 

The Malcolm articles explored 
such issues as whether a hieratic 
analytic order had used its control 
of the archives to protect the doc- 
trines and reputation of the 
founder of the movement, and 
whether Freud's own unconscious 
drives had allowed him to misrep- 
resent the development of his the- 
ories of infantile sexuality. A key 
character m the story Malcolm 
told was a flamboyant by analyst 
and onetime Sanskrit scholar 
named Jeffrey M Masson who 
was appointed as an archivist and 
given access by Anna Freud to the 
papers in the desk and cupboard, 
only to be discharged after he 
used some of the dccuments he 
found there to argue — in a lec- 
ture. then an interview with The 
New York Times and finally a 
book — that psychoanalysis was 
imeSeauaily corrupt from the 
start. Freud went wrong. Masson 
contended, when he abandoned 
his original thesis that actual child 
abuse lay at the root of most neu- 
roses. 

In Malcolm's narrative. Mas- 
son was portrayed as an unstable 
character with large and unfo- 
cused ambitions. In his own 1984 
book. “The .Assault on Truth." he 
emerges as an intrepid scholar, a 
victim of professional jealousy 
and journalistic distortion. 

To no one's surprise. Masson 
was not on the guest list Monday. 
But the swirling controversy he 
left in his w-ake was still there, it 
sreraed. to be tidied up by Harold 
P. Blum, a psychoanalyst from 
Roslyn Estates. Long Island. New 
York. Blum is the new executive 
director of the Sigmund Freud 
Archives Inc., which has owner- 
ship tide to the Freud house and 
all its contents. 

At a briefing for reporters lost 
week. Blum repeated assurances 
that all the paper; were under the 
control of the archives on the ba- 
sts of “equal access" and that 
nothing would be held back, ex- 
cept in cases of a legally binding 
stipulation by a donor, or on ethi- 
cal bar because of a need to pro- 
tect the identity of patients and

the confidential nature of what 
they revealed in analysis. 

.Asked in a subsequent inter- 
view whether he would character- 
ize this os a new policy. Blum 
replied diplomatically. “It's a po- 
licy that has evolved.” It was 
Freud, the analyst said, who said 
psychoanalysis was based on a 
love of truth. “We want lo protect 
the truth by honoring the truth.” 
he said. “We're not protecting 
Freud himself." 

Blum said that about "5 per- 
cent of the papers under the con- 
trol of the Freud Archives were 
already open to scholars. .And 
nearly "5,000 tetters are now being 
screened and cataloged, he said. 

David Newlands. a Canadian 
who is curator of the new muse- 
um. said its commitment to open- 
ing the manuscripts under its con- 
trol to scholars and what he called 
legitimate- critics would be shown 
soon in the announcement of a 
program of Freud studies spon- 
sored in cooperation with a Brit- 
ish university. 

So far preserving the past has 
had a higher priority than delving 


into u. About $750,000 was m- 
voled m the conversion of the 
Freud residence into a museum. 

Only Freud's ground-floor 
rooms arc exuctly as they were, 
thanks to a puzzling ruling by the 
local planning board. More intent 
on preserving the neighborhood's 
residential quality than honoring 
Freud, it decreed that only a por- 
tion of the building could be used 
as a museum. Anna Freud's work- 
worn and study on the third floor 
thus had to be converted into an 
apartment. 

Freud was something of an An- 
glophile even before he reached 
Britain. He named one of his sons 
after Oliver Cromwell and once 
told H. G. Wells that it was his 
“wish -fantasy” to live in England. 
According to Ernest Jones, his 
biographer, he hoped to become a 
British citizen but died before 
shat could happen. 

The Freud contribution to Brit- 
ain was recognized when the 
queen honored Anna Freud's 
work with children by nummg her 
a Commander of the British Em- 
pire.
